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1 . The reply filed on 6-9-04 is not fully responsive to the prior Office Action because 
of the following omission(s) or matter(s): 

a) Newly submitted claims 13 and 14 are improper under 37 C.F.R. 1.121 
because in new claims the text of the claims must not be underlined. In both new 
claims 13 and 14, the text "first and second" are underlined. Appropriate 
correction is required. 

b) The specification amendments which insert the various headings of the 
sections of the specification, such as for example on page 1 , line 5, insert 
" BACKGROUND OF THE INVENTION ", are also improper under 37 C.F.R. 
1.121 because newly added paragraphs or sections must not be underlined. 
Appropriate correction is required. 

c) In the amendments to the specification section of the Applicant's reply, 
there is an amendment "Please replace the paragraph beginning on page 2, line 
12 and ending on line 16, with the following amended paragraph:". However, line 
12 of page 2 contains the insertion " SUMMARY OF THE INVENTION " and this 
paragraph being referred to begins in line 13 of page 2. Appropriate correction is 
required. 

d) In the amendments to the specification section of the Applicant's reply, 
there is an amendment to delete the heading "DESCRIPTION" beginning on 
page 1 . However, this amendment does not indicate the line number, and as this 
heading is located on a single line (line 1 of page 1 of the specification) it is not 
clear why this is indicated as " beginning on page 1" which would imply that an 
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entire section of text extending into subsequent page(s) is being deleted. 
Appropriate correction is required.
